Chenault Denies

Dayton Ministers 


DAYTON, Ohio < AP)

Dayton Journal Hera Id said to­ 
day Marcus Wayne Chenault 
denies any involvement in the 
killings earlier this year of two 
Dayton black ministers. 
In a copyrighted story, the 
newspaper said Chenault would 
tell police in Atlanta today he 
had no part in the two murders, 
Chenault, a former Dayton 
resident, is charged in Atlanta 
w ith the murders last Sunday of 
Mrs. Martin Luther King Sr. 
and a church deacon.

He said Chenault claim s no 
other mem bers ol the “ Black 
Israelites,'

his plans.

Department, feels is the prime 
requisite for his profession of 
social work 
According 
to 
.Stambaugh, liking people 
is 
"half of what it takes.’’ 
A native of Leetoma who has 
been the head of the welfare 
d e p a rtm e n t since J a n u a ry , 
1972, Stambaugh knew- next to 
nothing about tin* field of social 
work when fie started as a case 
worker in the state’s Aid to the 
Aged program in 
1939 
The 
Depression was barely over, 
and jobs were still difficult to 
come by, so when he heard that 
there was a place opening up in 
the welfare agency, he applied 
Stambaugh discovered a real 
"interest and enjoyment,” and 
although he has since had offers 
of other jobs at higher salaries, 
he 
has 
remained 
with 
the 
welfare office. “ I feel like I’m 
accomplishing something,” he 
said 
NOW IN CHARGE of the 50 
employe office in Lisbon, which 
handles all public assistance 
p ro g ra m s 
in 
the 
county. 
Stambaugh 
emphasizes 
that 
“I've been very fortunate in 
having a wonderful group of 
people to work with There are 
some 
real dedicated 
people 
here 
T he 
County 
Com 
m issio n ers 
a rc 
a Is»» 
very 
cooperative.” 
B esides 
reg u la r 
public 
assistance payments, the broad 
scope* of Stam baugh’s office 
includes, among others, the aid 
for the* aged program, all child 
welfare services, including Aid 
to Dependent Children, family 
em ergency services, medical 
aid 
service's, 
foster 
homes, 
social services, and the food 
stam p program in the* County. 
Change*s in a ttitu d e an d 
policy during his tenure have* 
m ad e 
an 
im p ressio n 
on 
Stambaugh. “The paperwork 
today is almost unbelievable,” 
he commented. 
“ It 
can 
be 
discouraging for the w orkers.” 
He 
feels 
close 
p ersonal 
contact in welfare* work is very 
important, but unfortunately, it 
has decreased as the num ber of 
welfare cases has risen, up to 
approximately 1.650 for 1974. 
Stambaugh himself, although 
he enjoys his 
p resen t 
a d ­ 
ministrative position. pre*fers 
individual work 
HOWEVER. 
HE 
cautions 
against a 
worker becoming 
overly involved with clients 
“You can’t let pity for the 
people affect you, or nothing 
will get done.” he says. 
Stambaugh has also noticed a 
ch a n g e 
in 
a ttitu d e 
am o n g 
clients of his office. “People 
today more often tend to think 
I ’m e n titled to th is ,” and 
seldom thank a case worker 
who has helped them, 
who 
perhaps has discovered that 
they can receive benefits that 
they were unaware of.” 
Stam baugh rem em bers once, 
however, about a decade ago. 
an elderly woman cam e to the 
office s€»eking assistance, and 
was told that she could receive 
only a sm all amount of ad 
ditional money, as she was 
alre a d y 
rec eiv in g 
Social 
Security 
Although

"almost humiliated to come in 
for assistance.” according to

Press Guarantees Reaffirmed 


Every newspaper owner, publisher and editor 
in the United States no doubt breathed an ap­ 
preciative sigh of relief when the U. S. Supreme 
Court announced its decision on the “right to 
renlv” issue 


In overturning a 61-year-old Florida law that 
had been invoked in a suit against the Mimai 
Herald, the court ruled unanimously that states 
cannot demand that newspapers give political 
candidates free space to reply to editorial at­ 
tacks. The court said the law violates the First 
Amendment free nress guarantee 


IN W RITING I HE COURT’S opinion. Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger said: “The choice of 
material to go into a newspaper, and the 
decisions made as to limitations on the size of the 
paper and content and treatment of public issues 
and officials — whether fair or unfair — con­ 
stitutes the exercise of editorial control and 
judgem ent.” 
He said the government cannot interfere with 
a newspaper’s judgment about what is publishes 
Stated 
simply, 
the 
court 
reaffirmed 
a 
newspaper management’s inherent right to run 
its own newspaper. 
Although the Florida law had its inception in 
the earliest days of radio, there’s no doubt the 
increasing pressure in recent wears for the 


“right to reply” in newspapers stemmed in part 
from 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
regulations governing the electronic media in 
political matters 
We aren't familiar enough with the FCC 
regulations to comment on them in detail. Wre do 
know they create a monstrous headache for 
radio and television stations, particularly in the 
pre-election 
period when endorsements are 
made. 
THE 
SAME 
REGULATIONS 
applied 
to 
newspapers 
would 
make 
the 
endorsement 
procedure scarcely worth the effort 
Newspaper candidate endorsements simply 
represent the newspaper’s opinion, formulated 
after 
research 
and 
interview s, 
on 
the 
qualifications of the candidates. No newspaper 
claims infallibility on endorsements nor is 
anyone 
duty-bound 
to 
follow 
the ^recom- 
mendations. 
By the sam e token, everyone who fails to 
obtain an endorsement or even a mention is not, 
by inference, a “bad guy,” although some 
candidates choose to put that interpretation on it. 
In any event, we re very happy the Supreme 
Court has reaffirmed the First Amendment 
guarantees of press freedom for newspapers as 
applied to political candidates and we hope that 
ends the matter. 
Nuclear Power In Europe 


Psychologically, the United States and its 
allies are growing more and more dependent 
upon 7,000 tactical nuclear weapons for the de­ 
fense of West Europe. 
Yet the U.S. military has no doctrine covering 
the use of such weapons. Bluntly put, no one has 
thought out how to fight a tactical nuclear war. 
Most of the m issile artillery and airborne 
nuclear weapons are virtually useless. They are 
so powerful they would kill more allied troops 
ana friendly civilians than enemy invaders. 
Even under the most favorable circumstances it 
is estimated that between two million and 20 mil­ 
lion Europeans would be killed in a limited 
tactical nuclear war in Western Europe. 
There would be a high risk of tens of millions 
civilians dying. Studies show the first-stage de­ 
struction in a tactical nuclear conflict would 
concentrate on airfields, communications and 
logistic centers, which are normally near cities. 
The yield of these nuclear weapons, which range 
from less than a kiloton to hundreds of kilotons, 
insures that the civilian toll would be great. 
THE UNITED STATES has done no political 
or military planning on how to prevent local tac­ 
tical nuclear war from escalating into an all-out 
atomic conflict. 
The tactical weapons are positioned in West­ 
ern Europe primarily to frighten off the Rus­ 
sians. 
Dollar for dollar and man for man, such un- 
glamorous down-to-earth items as conventional 
“smart bombs,” modem antitank weapons, 


bomb-resistant aircraft shelters and improve­ 
ments in emergency runway repair capabilities 
would be more effective in fighting off an inva­ 
sion by the Russians than many of the 7,000 
nuclear weapons now stationed on the continent. 
The sm art bombs proved their worth in the last 
stages of the Vietnam war. Their accuracy was 
superb. They were able to limit damage to their 
targets and to a remarkably small surrounding 
area, virtually impossible with nuclear weapons. 
The new antitank weapons and bomb-resistant 
airplane shelters proved themselves in the Octo­ 
ber Israeli-Arab war. 
Like streakers, goldfish swallowers, panty 
raiders, flagpole sitters, bankers, doctors and 
scientists, American’s top military' strategists 
are subject to fads. 
Nuclear weapons are one such fad. 
MAKE NO MISTAKE. Nuclear weapons are 
essential for the defense of this country and Eu­ 
rope, just as computers are essential for modem 
business. But the worship of computers has be­ 
come so great that numbers of businesses have 
gone broke because they “computerized” where 
they should not have. Today, because of the 
mystique surrounding nuclear weapons, they 
have at tim es been installed in tactical defensive 
roles for which they are not suited, to the detri­ 
ment of our security and that of our allies. 
Nuclear weapons in the right place to do the 
right job are needed in Europe along with con­ 
ventional forces. But today the balance is all 
wrong. 
A Jaundiced Public View 
Since 1966 the Harris Survey organization has 
polled Americans as to how they feel about the 
state of the nation. That first year, 29 per cent 
appeared to be disenchanted with how things 
were going. In 1973 such an attitude was shown 
by 55 per cent of those questioned, and this year 
the figure is up to 59 per cent. 
One of the most revealing components of the 
survey is the response to a question about the 
motivations of politicians. A disturbing 62 per

elective officials are in politics for all they per­ 
sonally can get out of it for them selves.” 


The Harris Survey’s report on its findings do 
not come across with quite the air of objectivity 
one might expect, but its comments are of con­ 
siderable interest. Concluding that the latest re­ 
sults “surely must be discouraging to leadership 
in all sectors of American national life,” it goes 
on to say: “They also indicate that those leaders 
who blithely boast how well things are going, or 
who are prone to make easy promises of a much 
better life, are not only going to be deeply sus­ 
pect among the people themselves, but are likely 
to becom e prime candidates to be turned out of 
positions of power at the first opportunity af­ 
forded the American public.” 


That sentence, though rather windy, carries an 
important message. It says to politicians, in es­ 
sence: Tell it like it is, or take the consequences. 
Many Are Sinners

For nearly a decade phil­ 
osophers and theologians have 
been discussing the problems of 
evil, guilt ana forgiveness. It 
has usually been done in a 
classroom setting, and in aca­ 
dem ic tones that drained the 
power and hurt and certainly 
permitted disconnection from 
individual responsibility. That 
day is over And the leader of 
the recovery of the meaning of 
sin is Dr. Karl Menninger of To­ 
peka, Kans. 
AIMING AT THE Christian 
community, its pastors, people 
and pulpits, Dr. Karl puts the 
issue right on the front row: 
“I believe there is *sin’ which 
is expressed in ways which can­ 
not be subsumed under verbal 
artifacts such as ‘crim e’, dis­ 
ease’, 
delinquency’, ‘devian- 
cy ’ There IS immorality; there 
IS unethical behavior; there IS 
wrongdoing And I hope to show 
that there is usefulness in re­ 
taining the concept, and ind ed 
the 
word, SIN, 
which 
now 
shows some signs of returning 
to public acceptance I would 
like to help this trend along.” 
His latest work, “Whatever 
Became of Sm?” , is being stud­ 
ied and quoted and read all over 
the map Dr Karl has always 


taught that mental health and 
moral health are identical His 
counsel has not only shaped the 
thinking of physicians and the 
clergy, but that of jurists and 
law-enforcement personnel as 
well. His book, “The Crime of 
Punishment,” is basic to prison 
reform in this century. 
BUT GETTING back to sin: 
“How often,” writes church- 
going Dr Karl, “does a modem 
sermon deal with sin? Sin in 
general or sin in particular** 
Has the reader ever heard a 
sermon, for example, in which 
cigarette srfioking or wildlife 
destruction or political lying or 
business dishonesty were dealt 
with as sins?” 
Dr. Karl argues that “the 
church is indeed a place to 
come for the assurance of for­ 
giveness; but there is a step be 
fore that. Confession must in­ 
clude a recognition of the ag 
gression of the sins com m it­ 
ted.” 
It is important to note here 
that 
M enninger urges 
the 
preacher to nail down his (or 
her) 
audience 
with 
specific 
charges of sin and wrongdoing 
And it is even more interesting 
to discover that the classic 
preaching of Luther. Calvin 
and, later. John Wesley was on 
this sam e brutal track 
How' 


can you experience redemption 
and 
forgiveness 
unless 
you 
have truthfully confessed your 
evil and shameful ways? 
DR. MENNINGER 
argues 
as much for the pulpit procla­ 
mation as the pastoral counsel­ 
ing — an interesting theme for 
a noted p sych iatrist. “ The 
preacher can declaim; he can 
deplore; he can denounce; he 
can reprove and exhort and in­ 
spire. He can point out the re­ 
sponsibility of us all for the fail­ 
ure of us all. He can remind us 
of the priestly function of every 
member and he can recall to us 
the reality of sin and the valid­ 
ity of social morality.” 
Paul Tillich once said that 
there were no substitutes for 
words such as sin and grace 
Their meanings were part of 
human existence and each per­ 
son must discover this for him ­ 
self. 
The saga of Watergate re 
veals the truth of this state- 
men’ The unfolding drama of 
the conversion of Charles Col­ 
son to the Christian life is noth­ 
ing less than the encounter with 
sin and the grasping for for 
giveness.

The small red brick house at 
414 S. Lincoln Ave., now the of­ 
fice of Dr. C. J. Lehwald. is be­ 
lieved to be more than 100 years 
old 
Mrs. Nancy Thomas, widow 
of Joseph Thom as, Salem 
banker, sold this property to 
Robert Tolerton and William 
Kidd in 1870. The history of the 
Tolerton-Kidd addition to Sa­ 
lem dates back to 1832. It cover­ 
ed a large area, including lots 
on what is now S. Lincoln Ave., 
Penn St., Columbia St. and 
other portions near E. Per­ 
shing. 
John C. Litty, who is helping 
to trace the history of the S, 
Lincoln houses, found that E, 
Pershing St. was at one time 
called Fox St. before it was 
named Dry St. 
Robert Tolerton was the son 
of Jam es Tolerton, a pioneer 
Salem school teacher. The 
name Tolerton is well know-n in 
the growth of early Salem. Not 
much is known of the Kidd fam ­ 
ily. However. William Kidd’s 
name is connected with the old 
E agle M anufacturing Com ­ 
pany, whose plant was located 
on what is now N. Ellsworth 
Ave., near E. State. Also, he 
was one of the examiners of Sa­ 
lem ’s first fire engine in 1841. 
Robert Tolerton died in 1886 
In 
1887, 
Elizabeth 
Castle­ 
berry purchased the house and 
kept boarders. Also, on the deed 
is the names of the William 
Carpenter family. Mr. Carpen­ 
ter was associated with the W 
H. Mullins Company The Leh- 
walds bought the property in 
1941 
In October 1940, the Lehwalds 
moved into their newly-built 
residence on the historic W H

Let your 
furnishings 
help 
keep you warm. 
That’s the m essage from one 
furiuture company executive 
who thinks we could borrow 
some tips from early Ameri­ 
cans and the early English who 
didn’t know central heating 
IN ADDITION TO 
reviving 
long-dormant functions of cer­ 
tain pieces of furniture, Gus 
Tron, 
a 
vice-president 
of 
Drc xel-H eritage, 
su g g ests 
scouting the attic for old downy 
quilts or braziers (heat-fired 
pans with grilles) and the like 
that might still be utilized to do 
what they were intended to do. 
“Winged chairs with their 
gracefu lly angled shoulders 
might be placed to protect us 
from uneven temperatures and 
other furniture might be shifted 
about with that idea in mind 
People with canopy beds might 
consider curtaining them for 
draft-free sleeping, drawing the 
draperies at night. Furniture 
might also be more cozily ar­ 
ranged for fireplace huddling.’’ 
Although Tron cam e to the 
United States 2> years ago as a 
scholarship exchange student 
from Italy to Bluffton College in 
Ohio, he decided to stay when 
he fell in love with the furniture 
business It provided him with 
the opportunity to use his tal­ 
ents in the design arts. 
•MANY HOUSEHOLDS 
in 
Europe used furnishings as a 
foil to the cold and chill. Heavy 
draperies were hung in door­ 
ways and. of course, in m e­ 
dieval times large tapestries 
were used on walls, ’ he points 
out 
In the United States at the 
turn of the century heavy velvet 
or damask portieres were in 
doorways and used as a dec­ 
orative asset with different col­ 
ors 
on 
either side 
comple­ 
menting the rooms they sepa 
rated. As for wall hangings, 
wall rugs are now popular and 
could be utilized for their insu 
lation qualities. In fact, wall-to- 
wall carpet is a great insulator, 
Tron reminds us 
Fuel shortage or not, the 
proper arrangement of furni 
ture might make us more com ­ 
fortable in winter. Draft-free 
nooks and crannies should be 
utilized wherever possible, he 
suggests. 
“Work and study activities 
with their demands on concen­ 
tration deserve special treat­ 
ment A desk might be placed 
under a stairway nook to in­ 
crease both comfort and effi­ 
ciency.*’ 
MOST PEOPLE 
pull their 
blinds 
during 
cold 
weather 
when they are trying to con­ 
serve heat, hut li one is due for 
new draperies, Tron recom ­ 
mends heavy «paque ones that 
help retain heat and save air 
conditioning energy. He also 
advisor'keeping closet doors 
shut,* especially those on out­ 
side walls 
Many psychological factors 
are involved in warmth, he re­ 
minds us A fireplace makes us 
feel cozy even if we just look at 
it 
Wood, heavy fabrics and 
warm colors also reinforce the 
feeling of warmth Mirrors, too, 
can provide these warm feel 
ings when they reflect a fire­ 
place, greenery or light 
Too 
many cold looking furnishings 
m etal, glass and plastic 
may provide psychic chills 
Since women like to move 
furniture about, the warm 
w mds of spring and summer 
could provide an incentive to 
rearrange everything 
II furniture suffers from a 
lack of humidity, bathtubs may 
he tilled with water to provide 
moisture that will make us feel 
more comfortable Pans of wa 
ter on radiators may also be el 
fective, suggests Tron, who has 
been w ith the High Point, NC , 
furniture company for more 
tlian 20 years

Baryshnikov, the Soviet ballet 
star who defected a week ago 
after a Bolshoi Theater per­ 
formance in Toronto, has de­ 
scribed his defection as an a r­ 
tistic, not a political act. 
“ When I was in Toronto I fi­ 
nally decided that if I let the 
opportunity of expanding my 
art in the West slip by. it would 
haunt me always, ’ the 26-year- 
old Kirov star told John F raser 
of the Globe and Mail in an in­ 
terview Friday. 
“ What I have done is called a 
crim e in Russia ... But my life 
is my art and I realized it would 
be a greater crim e to destroy 
that.

NEW YORK (AP) — A new 
record prime lending rate of 12 
per cent has been established, 
with 18 of the nation’s 20 largest 
com m ercial banks establishing 
that level this week 
The prime rate is the interest 
level which banks charge their 
biggest and most credit worthy 
corporate customers on short­ 
term loans. 
The first move to a 12 per cent 
rate was made Wednesday by 
Bankers Trust Co. of New York,

F or all, the previous rate had 
been 114 per cent.
